I 
tboughb tben I should never have a 
better chance of going to see the soldier 
Geedher Bbai, so I commenced to 
enquire my way of the people. Thfiy 
all tried to persuade me not to go as I 
did not know the way and ft would be 
dark before I got there.

Nurse 
followed somo distance to urge mo to 
rotum, bat it was no use, oS I went. 1

How have a largo proportion of 
peoplo spent Civio Holiday ? Out from 
morning till night drinking and smok- 
ing and "going abont," th-ing them- 
selves far more than with a fair day's

How fuw there ore in these 
days who sell all thoj have and give to 
ike poor ; or who, able to luxuriate in 
a thoasand and one soperllnous com- 
fortes yet refuse to do as, bot put their 
money on tha ultar forovor^ ronimiiciiifi 
tie ownership of it and living oa if God 
Him nnlf held tfacir chog;uB book and 
alons were ablo to aulliorieo the cents 
ae well aa the dollara of their oxpeiidi- 
turol Thoao whu would havo tho better 
life of which wo oro writing, most do 
eo, Or it cannot be theirs. I baliove 
there are thoneaiide of rieh peoplo in 
ihie country who will never know the 
bhjseednoflB of tho Ohrist-lifo until thsy 
sell their carrisges, cot down tlioir stall 
of servants, movo Oat of their manpions 
and put thsir wealth and their name 
and their families and themselves into
